PROPOSED OUTCOME:

» Authorizes Pacific Gas and Electric exit from Step 1 of the Enhanced Oversight and Enforcement as
specified in Resolution M-4852 in accordance with Commission Decision 20-05-053.

SAFETY CONSIDERATIONS:

» Proper vegetation management focused on mitigating the highest wildfire risk first is essential to public
safety and mitigation of catastrophic wildfire.

Item #9 [21081] — Release of California Advanced Services Fund Grant Monies to Karuk Tribe to
Construct the Klamath River Rural Broadband and Initiative Project in Humboldt
County; and the Final Initial Study/Environmental Assessment and Mitigated
Negative Declaration for the Klamath River Rural Broadband Initiative Project

PROPOSED OUTCOME:

« The Karuk Tribe will install a 104.1-mile middle-mile fiber optic network as well as provide last mile fixed
wireless broadband access and enable Internet speeds of up to 25 Mbps download and 3 Mbps upload
to an estimated 616 eligible households in Humboldt County.

SAFETY CONSIDERATIONS:

» The construction of this project will likely provide considerable safety benefits. Broadband will enable
eight first responder agencies and 14 other anchor institutions within the project area to assist in
communicating with first responders in the event of an emergency.

ESTIMATED COST:

« $17,422,572.

ESTIMATED COST:

» This decision will result in unknown levels of additional costs to prepare CPCN applications. It may reduce costs
through implementation of less-costly non-pipeline alternatives identified through the application process.
